that  when  called  on  to  assist  at  Oratorios  or  Sacred  Concerts,  they  may  not  be  totally  unprepared. 

The  passages  marked  VERSE  are  intended  to  be  performed  with  One  Singer  on  each  part,  or 
where  there  is  a  want  of  confidence,  or  power  of  Voice,  two  may  be  employed. 

As  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  music  of  this  kind  is  scarcely  ever  undertaken  without  a  competent 
leader,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  make  any  observations,  further  than  to  advise  performers  to  guard 
against  that  inanimate  and  slothful  style  which  too  generally  prevails  in  our  public  performances,  and 
to  recommend  a  distinct  articulation  of  the  words.
